FREXCH 0 FPICIAL ANNOUNCEMENT OF THE SEITLE-
MENT OF THE LUXEMBOURG QUESTION-—THE
NEGOTIATIONS IN LONDON, AND PROVISIONS OF

Jadge Flsher
was on the bench.

At 10 o'clock Messrs Bradley and Merrlok,
counsel for the acensed, entered Lhe court-room,
as also the members of the potit jary, The
Court was openecd, and o s few moments Dis
triet Altorney Carrlpgton entered with Judge
Edward Peirrepont, of New York, and moved

Bul there were a few who had not vet
muade thdlr appenrance, and the prosscution
had nlgo Mecovered new evidence, Mr, Mearriclk
for tLe defense, sald there wansa speclal aot
anthorizing a trial to run from one Coart Into
anotlier in case of necessily,

Mr. Bradley asked tbat the prisoner be
brought into Court, and It was so ordered.

Sarrait's brother and sister visited him this
morning in jatl, He shaved this morning, tor
the first time since he has been In Jull, He
nhas been unwell for some days, and has baan
taking mevicated wine as a tonle. At twently

THR SCENE INSIDE,
